I  have  visited  each  case  notified,  and  have  left  printed 
instructions  of  a  precautionary  nature,  viz.:  as  to  the 
measures  to  be  adopted  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 
A  gratuitous  supply  of  literature,  sanitary  handkerchiefs, 
pocket  spitoons,  and  disinfectants  is  provided  by  the  Health 
Department,  as  required  under  the  regulations. 

Six  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  treated  at  the 
Sanitorium,  one  in  the  Workhouse  Hospital,  one  in  a 
general  Hospital  for  a  surgical  complication,  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  (8),  at  their  own  residences. 

Three  of  the  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  other  organs 
were  treated  m  Hospital,  surgically,  and  one  in  the  Sani¬ 
torium,  the  remainder  (7),  at  their  residences. 

Seven  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  have  been 
registered  during  the  year  as  having  occurred  in  the  district. 

One  (notified  in  1913)  in  Chapel  Ward. 

Two  in  Church  Ward. 

One  in  Hawkshaw  Ward. 

Three  in  Walshaw  Ward.

Provision  for  the  treatment  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
cases  has  been  made  by  the  Bury  and  District  Joint  Plospital 
Board,  of  which  Tottington  is  a  constituent  authority.  The 
accommodation  is  preferably  for  the  early  stages  of  the 
disease.  The  advanced  cases  are  provided  for  at  another 
Hospital,  situated  at  Ainsworth. 


The  patients  are  under  the  supervision  of  a  full  time 
Medical  Officer — non  resident — and  a  resident  Assistant 
Medical  Officer. 

I  have  kept  a  record,  and  a  register  of  all  cases  notified 
during  the  year.

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Infectious  Diseases.  Thirty-four  cases  of  infectious 
disease  have  been  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Notification  Act,  1889,  during  the  year  1914. 

Of  this  number  4  were  cases  of  Erysipelas, 

19  ,,  Scarlet  Fever, 

and  11  ,,  Diphtheria. 

In  addition  16  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 

and  11  ,.  tuberculosis  of  other  organs 

notified  under  other  regulations,  and  separately  dealt  with 
in  this  report,  a  total  of  61  cases  of  all  kinds. 

One  case  of  erysipelas,  eleven  cases  of  diphtheria,  and 
seventeen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  removed  to  the  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital  at  Bury,  the  remainder  were  treated  at  home. 

Six  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  sent  to  the 
Sanitorium,  one  to  the  Workhouse  Hospital,  and  one  to  the 
general  Hospital. 

Three  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  other  organs  were  treated 
in  Hospital  and  one  in  the  Sanitorium.

Scarlet  Fever.  Nineteen  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified  during  the  year,  of  which  number  16  were  removed 
to  the  Hospital  at  Bury.  Three  cases  were  notified  from 
Chapel  Ward,  one  from  Church  Ward,  six  from  Green- 
mount  Ward,  one  from  Hawkshaw  Ward,  and  eight  from 
Walshaw  Ward.  One  death  occurred  from  this  disease  in 
the  Hospital.  The  houses  of  patients  suffering  from  this 
disease  have  all  been  disinfected,  and  precautions  taken  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 


Measles.  This  disease  is  not  notifiable  in  this  district. 
A  few  cases  occurred  in  the  Walshaw  portion  of  the  district 
in  the  month  of  March,  and  in  connection  with  this  I  visited 
the  Walshaw  Schools,  where  in  the  infants  department  forty 
out  of  a  normal  ninety  were  present,  whilst  in  the  large 
school  about  twenty  were  absent,  only  a  few  of  the  number 
in  both  the  schools  were  absent  on  account  of  measles. 


In  December  the  disease  made  its  re-appearance  in  the 
Greenmount  and  Hawkshaw  portions  of  the  district,  the 
first  cases  occurring  amongst  the  children  of  Belgian 
Refugees  resident  in  the  Greenmount  area. 

Chicken  Pox.  A  few  cases  of  this  disease  have  been 
noted. 

Enteric  Fever.  No  cases  have  been  reported. 

Small  Pox.  None. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup.  Eleven  cases 
of  this  disease  have  been  notified,  one  from  Chapel  Ward, 
five  from  Greenmount  Ward,  and  five  from  Walshaw.  All 
the  cases  were  removed  to  the  hospital.  One  death  from  a 
complication  of  tins  disease,  of  a  resident  of  Tottington, 
occurred  in  Bury. 

Bacteriological  Examinations.  Twenty  specimens 
have  been  submitted  to  Professor  Delephine  at  the  Public 
Plealth  Laboratories  in  Manchester,  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Nine  were  swabs  of  the  tnroat  in  connection 
with  the  diagnosis  of  doubtful  cases  of  diphtheria,  two  with 
positive  result. 

One  specimen  of  blood  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis 
of  Enteric  Fever — negative. 

Eight  specimens  of  Sputum,  in  connection  with  the 
question  of  Tuberculosis,  one  of  which  number  yielded  a 
positive  result. 

Two  samples  of  water  were  also  sent  for  chemical 
analysis  and  bacteriological  investigation. 
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A  supply  of  antitoxin  serum,  for  the  treatment  of  cases 
of  diphtheria,  is  arranged  for  by  the  Health  Committee  ;  also 
the  apparatus  necessary  for  the  colledfion  of  the  various 
specimens.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made,  whereby, 
positive  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Tyhoid  Fever  are  telegraphic¬ 
ally  notified  to  practitioners  in  attendance  on  cases,  from 
which  specimens  have  been  submitted. 

Bakehouses.  (7)  No  sanitary  defects  in  connection 
with  these  places  have  been  notified  during  the  year. 

Slaughter  Houses.  (6)  These  places  have  been  fre¬ 
quently  visited,  and  no  complaints  have  been  made  against 
them,  or  of  the  methods  employed  in  the  slaughter  of  beasts, 
or  dressing  carcases. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds.  Nothing  of  importance  has 
arisen  in  connection  with  these  during  the  year,  but  defects 
in  connection  with  some  premises,  previously  reported  upon 
and  brought  under  notice,  have  not  yet  been  remedied. 

The  average  air  space  in  cowsheds  is  about  600  cubic 
feet  per  head  of  cattle, 

Six  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  notified  from 
farm  premises,  five  of  them  from  the  same  farm,  all  these 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  pre¬ 
mises  thoroughly  disinfeCted.

Water  Supply.  The  general  character  of  the  water 
supply — from  the  mains  of  the  Bury  and  District  Joint 
Water  Board — as  regards  quantity  and  quality — remains 
good.  Some  complaints  have  been  made  of  the  presence  of 
suspended  matter,  giving  a  brownish  colour  to  the  water, 
from  time  to  time. 
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I  have  continued  the  investigation  into  the  water  supply 
of  the  district  of  Affetside,  commenced  last  year,  and  advert¬ 
ed  to  in  the  report  for  tlie  year  1913.  In  addition  to  the 
examination  of  the  sources  of  supply  mentioned  in  my  last 
annual  report,  I  have  examined  two  others,  situated  at  some 
distance  from  the  hamlet  of  Affetside,  viz.  : — Mums  Harris, 
and  a  well  on  the  Turton  Road,  on  the  condition  of  which  I 
reported  at  the  Health  Committee  Meetings  of  the  Council. 
Samples  of  water  were  collected  by  Mr.  Kenyon— the  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspector — and  submitted  by  him  to  Professor  Delepine 
for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination,  and  were  not 
found  satisfactory.

I  reported  upon  this  sample  at  the  July  meeting,  and 
pointed  out  that  the  chlorides  were  present  in  too  large  a 
quantity,  also  the  nitric  nitrogen,  and  that  the  bacteriological 
examination  was  not  satisfactory. 

All  the  available  supplies  have  now  been  examined, 
and  it  would  appear  that  the  best  plan,  in  my  opinion,  would 
be  to  re-construct  the  “  Pack  Horse”  Well,  and  use  that 
supply  for  the  village.  The  impurities  of  this  well  are 
probably  due  to  surface  contamination  owing  to  defective 
protection — the  source  being  probably  pure  :  this  of  course 
is  subject  to  the  owner’s  permission,  the  well  being  a  private 
property. 
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Schools.  I  have  visited  the  Walshaw,  and  the  Free 
Church  of  England  Schools,  in  connection  with  the  occur¬ 
rence  of  general  sickness  in  the  former,  and  in  connection 
with  a  case  of  Ophthalmia  and  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the 
last  named  school.  No  notifiable  infectious  disease  can  be 
considered  to  have  been  epidemic,  the  principal  causes  of 
absence  from  school  being  due  to  general  causes,  unassocia¬ 
ted  with  the  question  of  infection. 

Zymotic  Diseases.  The  deaths  resulting  from  the 
seven  principal  diseases  constituting  this  class  of  diseases 
were  four,  viz.,  two  from  diarrhoeal  affections  (Walshaw 
Ward),  one  from  diphtheria  (Chapel  Ward),  and  one  from 
scarlet  fever  (Walshaw  Ward).  The  death  rate  per  thousand 
is  -573  against  '290  per  thousand  in  1913.

Scavenging.

has  been  let  out  by  contract,  and 

has  been  fairly  satisfactorily  performed  by  the  contractors, 
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except  in  the  Greenmount  Ward,  from  which  frequent  com¬ 
plaints  have  been  received,  both  on  account  of  insufficient 
emptying  of  ashpits,  and  of  infrequency.  The  only  way  to 
obviate  this  difficulty  is  for  the  Council  to  undertake  the 
scavenging  by  employing  its  own  men,  with  horses  and  carts, 
or,  to  ensure  more  efficient  personal  oversight  of  the  con¬ 
tractors’  work. 

During  the  year  17  privies  have  been  converted  to  fresh 
water  closets. 

There  are  561  privy  middens  in  the  district,  exclusive  of 
these  structures  in  connection  with  farm  houses,  and  out  of 
the  way  houses.

The  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates,  etc.,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Greenmount  and  Hawkshaw  Sewage  Scheme 
have  been  completed,  and  tenders  applied  for,  received,  and 
the  contracts  for  the  work  let,  amounting  to  approximately 
^20,000. 

The  work  in  connection  with  this  scheme  will  be  com¬ 
menced  early  this  year. 

28  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Act.  These  places  have 
been  visited  by  me  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year.  The 
factories  comprise  6  weaving  sheds,  1  calico  printing  estab¬ 
lishment,  1  cloth  bleaching  works,  1  steam  laundry,  and  one 
cotton  waste  bleaching  establishment. 

The  workshops  comprise  1  tin  and  coppersmith,  1  black¬ 
smith,  3  plumbers,  3  joiners.  1  cabinet  maker,  1  brush  maker, 
and  7  confectioners  and  bakers. 
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Weaving  Shed  No-  I.  Situated  in  Walshaw  Ward 
and  employing  about  430  persons  of  both  sexes.  The  sani¬ 
tary  arrangements  consist  of  20  separate  offices,  with  two 
urinals.  These  offices  are  arranged  in  groups  in  different 
parts  of  the  mill.  The  offices  are  clean  and  give  evidence  of 
being  well  looked  after.  Limewashing  is  done  periodically. 
Special  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  is  provided. 

Weaving  Shed  No.  2.  Situated  in  Chapel  Ward. 
Employs  about  380  persons  of  both  sexes.  The  sanitary 
offices  here  consist  of  15  closets  and  1  urinal,  all  outside  the 
shed. 

Weaving  Shed  No.  3.  Situated  in  Walshaw  Ward. 
Employs  about  191  persons  of  both  sexes.  The  sanitary 
accommodation  is  sufficient,  and  situated  outside  the  shed, 
and  maintained  in  a  cleanly  state. 

Weaving  Shed  No-  4.  Situated  in  Greenmount 
Ward.  The  sanitary  accommodation  here  is  sufficient,  and 
is  situated  outside  the  mill. 

Weaving  Shed  No.  5.  Situated  in  Hawkshaw  Ward. 
The  sanitary  accommodation  here  is  on  the  conservancy 
system.  The  building  has  special  means  of  escape  in  case 
of  fire. 

Weaving  Shed  No.  6.  Situated  in  Hawkshaw  Ward, 
employing  about  198  persons  of  both  sexes.  The  closets 
here  are  on  the  conservancy  system,  there  being  no  sewer 
available  in  this  part  of  the  district. 

Calico  Printing  Works.  In  Greenmount  Ward  and 
employing  about  435  persons.  1  he  sanitary  accommodation 
consists  of  19  closets  on  the  pail  system  ;  complaints  have 
been  received  of  inattention  to  emptying. 
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Cloth  Bleaching  Works.  Situated  in  Hawkshaw 
Ward  and  employing  upwards  of  150  persons  of  both  sexes. 
Sanitary  conveniences  are  19  in  number,  pail  system,  and 
situated  outside  the  works  ;  urinals  are  also  provided. 

Cotton  Waste  Bleaching  Works.  Situated  in  Green- 
mount  Ward,  and  employs  about  90  persons.  The  sanitary 
accommodation  is  inadequate. 

No  diseases  of  an  occupational  character  have  been 
notified  during  the  year. 

A  new  industry  is  to  be  commenced  during  the  year  at 
Kirklees,  viz.,  the  manufacture  or  production  of  an  artificial 
silk,  and  the  buildings  are  now  in  process  of  erection. 

Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations. 

I  have,  personally,  made  inspections  of  dwelling  houses  in 
the  district,  under,  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  Housing 
Regulations  made  by  the  Act  of  1909. 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  by  me  was  118,  against 
140  in  1913,  47  in  1912,  and  130  in  1911.  The  same  class  of 
house  was  inspected  as  in  1912  and  1913,  viz.,  the  older 
houses,  and  the  inspection  of  this  class  of  house  is  now 
pradlically  completed. 

The  recommendation  I  made  to  the  Committee  as  to  the 
issuing  of  a  closing  order  in  the  case  of  a  back  to  back  house 
was  acted  upon,  and  since  then  an  order  for  the  demolition 
of  the  same  has  become  operative,  and  the  building  has 
been  removed. 

The  average  rent  of  the  houses  inspected  was  2s.  34d. 
per  week,  the  rents  varying  from  Is.  6d.  per  week  to  6s.  2d. 
per  week,  all  houses  inspected  being  included  in  this  estimate. 

All  the  houses  examined  were  tenanted  by  people  of  the 
working  class,  in  some  cases  tenant  being  also  owner. 
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There  are  about  1,657  inhabited  houses  in  the  district. 
28  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  viz.,

The  Structural  Appearances  of  the  houses  examined 
were  good  generally,  no  very  serious  defeCts  being  noticed. 

Dampness.  This  defect  was  met  with  in  about  30 
instances,  chiefly  due  to  defeCts  in  the  roofs  of  premises 
inspected,  and  in  a  few  cases  to  defective  pointing  of  the 
walls. 

Drainage  of  Houses.  These  defeCts  principally  occur 
in  connection  with  the  older  class  of  houses,  the  drains  being 
of  ancient  date  and  uncertain  gradient ;  about  21  cases 
arising  from  this  cause  were  noted. 

Water  Supply  of  premises  examined  was  good,  with  the 
exception  of  houses  in  the  Affetside  portion  of  the  district, 
on  which  I  have  separately  reported. 

The  ceilings  of  houses  inspected  were  found  to  be  de¬ 
fective  in  a  few  cases. 
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The  provision  for  the  free  circulation  of  air  around 
dwellings  is  ample,  there  is  no  cause  for  complaint  under 
this  heading. 

Rooms.  By  far  the  largest  number  of  houses  examined 
contained  two  rooms  upstairs  and  two  down,  and  generally 
speaking  the  cubic  space  was  found  sufficient. 

The  floors  of  the  ‘  living  ’  rooms  were  found  in  nearly 
every  intsance  satisfactory  ;  such  defects  as  were  noticed 
were  in  connection  with  the  boarded  floors  of  bedrooms, 
about  eleven  defects  were  reported. 

Food  Storage.  In  very  few  houses  is  special  provision 
for  this  provided. 

Bedrooms,  in  all  cases  were  arranged  on  the  first 
story,  and  were  fairly  large.  The  chief  feature  is  insufficiency 
of  window  that  is  permitted  to  open,  about  160  such  instances 
being  noted.  The  staircases  leading  to  the  bedrooms  in  a 
few  cases  were  found  in  a  defective  condition. 

Yards.  These  are  as  a  rule  quite  large,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  some  houses  in  Harwood  road,  Nos.  1  to  19.  Most 
of  the  defects  in  connection  with  the  yard  premises  arise 
from  defective  flagging  or  paving,  and  a  tendency  to  unduly 
fill  the  spaces  with  wooden  erections. 

The  Sanitary  Conveniences  of  houses  inspected  were 
of  the  privy  midden  type  in  nearly  every  case  ;  in  most  of  the 
cases  in  which  defects  were  noticed,  reconstruction  and  con¬ 
version  to  the  water  carriage  system  is  the  only  remedy.  I  t 
is  a  matter  for  regret  that  more  conversions  to  the  fresh  water 
carriage  system  have  not  been  made  during  the  year.  Many 
defects  of  privy  middens  causing  nuisance  can  only  be  reme¬ 
died  by  the  water  carriage  system. 
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No  nuisances  arising  from  the  keeping  of  animals  in  or 
about  the  houses  were  noticed. 

Much  remains  to  be  done  by  owners  on  the  orders  served, 
and  such  orders  require  to  be  followed  up.  and  the  require¬ 
ments  enforced.  In  many  cases  needless  delay  in  carrying 
out  the  work  has  occurred. 

In  a  few  cases  the  houses  seem  to  be  rather  over¬ 
crowded,  although  only  one  case  is  pressing  ;  and  in  a  good 
number  the  houses  require  renovation.
